(THE CRISIS IN CHINA.) 


Have Held Out but 
While Longer 


PEKING, Aug. 14 (via Che Foo, Amgust 21.)—[By 
Asiatic Cable, copyright, 1900, by the Associated 
Press.] The American and Russian flags were planted 
on the east wall of Peking at 11 o’clock this morning. 
The Indian troops entered the British legation at 1 
o’clock and the Americans at 3. There was a joyful 
reception from the walls. | 

The emaciated tenants could haye lasted but little 
longer. They had only three days’ rations. The Chi- 
nese had been attacking furiously for two days. 

Four thousand shells fell in the legation during 
the siege. Sixty-five men were killed and 160 wounded. 

The Japanese began the battle by daylight and 
they are still fighting about the north wall, where a 
part of the Chinese are defending the imperial city. 

The Japanese casualties have not yet been ascer- 
tained. The Russians had five killed and 12 wounded. 
The Americans and British had a few wounded. 

The plan was to make a general attack tomorrow 


all night. . They were completely exhausted and slept 
in the corn fields in the rain.

“Taxation is a subject of interest to 
not only the farmer, but to every prop- 
erty-holder in our country. But to the 
farmer especially, as his property lies 
where it can be seen, and where there 
is no e8cape, aithough he may believe 
and know that he is paying more than 
his just proportion. 

“Colbert, the able and witty minis- 
ter of finance in France during the 
reign of Louis XIV, defined taxation 
as ‘plucking the goose of the largest 
amount of feathers with the least 
amount of squealing.’ And it seems to 
some that such is the present practice 
in this country in regard to the farmer. 
The question for him to consider is,4 

much plucking he will stand be- 
fore he squeals loud enough to be heard 
in the halls of legislation. 

“Our fathers in enacting laws for the 
regulation of a just system of taxa- 
tion, recognized the principle and laid 
down the rule ‘that all men should be 
aseessed and contribute to the common 
charge, in accordance with their abil- 
ity.” And Adam Smith, a hundred 
years later, in his ‘Wealth of Nations,’ 
asserted the principle that ‘the subjects 
of every State ought to contribute 
toward the support of its government, 
as nearly as possible in praportion to 
the revenue which they respectively 
enjoy under the protection of the State.’ | 

“If these rules, simple and just, were 
carried out, there would be “no cause 
for complaint by anyone, and there 
would be no place for ‘the tax-dodger’ 
in our land. Those rules simply mean 
that property should pay its proportion 
of taxation without regard to the form 
of investment. Since those rules were 
formulated, corporations before .un- 
known have come into existence with 


public approval.

21.—A 
eareful review of the havoc caused by 
yesterday's tornado shows the damage 
to have been far less than at first 
thought. The number of bulldings de- 
stroyed or badly damaged is not over 
seventy-five, and the pecuniary loss is 
in the neighborhood of $100,000. The 
most remarkable feature of the storm 
is that not a life was lost.

Decision Reached to Reject 
Li's Appeal 


Reason is Non-Compliance With Amer- 
ican Demands.

Ww GTON, Aug. 21.—The Cabi- 
net today decided to. reject the latest 
appeal from Li Hung Chang for a ces- 
sation of hostilities. The reply will be 
communicated at once to the Chinese 
government with a statement ~«f the 
reasons for the action of this govern- 
ment.

The Cabinet meeting today was en- 
tirely devote to a discussion of the 
situation in Chine.

The rejection is based 
on the non-compliance of the Chinese 
government, with the specific provis- 
“fons of the declaration of the United 
States under date of August 12. 

At present this government ts very 
much in the dark as to who or what 
the government of China is and till the 
atmosphere becomes clearer so that we 
may know whether there really is a 
fesponsible head in Peking who can 
treat with us and whose guarantee té 
protect our people and interests tn the 
empire would be worth considering, the 
whole matter of treaty making will be 
held in abeyance. This government 
Goes not forget that at present it has a 
treaty with the tmperia!l government, 
which fully guarantees to protect the 
lives and property of our people. This 
treaty has been violated and its guar- 
antees wholly disregarded. 

In view of this fact the President will 
hesitate before he consents to enter 
into anothes treaty. Members of the 
Cabinet, in discussing the matter to- 
Gay. stated thet information at hand 
Goes not indicate that there is a gxov- 
ernment worthy of the name existing in 
China. It is an enormous headiess af- 
fair, without knowledge of what is for 
ite best good, and without power ro en- 
force its wishes.

Earl Li Hung Chang has signified 
his intention of leaving Shanghai for 
Peking, as s6on as he receives the re- 
ply of the powers to his request of 
terday for peace. 

The application of the Chinese vice- 
roys is in effect a request that the 
Chinese soldiers shall not be made 
prisoners of war. It is said that the 
powers are authorised under the rules 
and practice of international war to 
accede to this request, or not, as they 
deem best. The request is not one of 
right, but its granting is dependent en- 
tirely upon what the powers con- 
sider best for their own interests. | 

It is an established principle of in- 
ternational law that members of the 
enemy's royal family, his chief minis- 
ters of staff, and his chief diplomatic 
agents are lable to capture, even 
though they may not be actually en- 
gaged in hostile demonstrations. Their 
position makes them important to 
the enemy in the uct of his war 
that they cannot be treated as ordi- 
nary non-combatants.

GALLERIES OF GERMANY. 


VL—THE 


The principal art galleries of Ger- 
many are those of Berlin, Munich and 
Dresden. The Berlin Museum is the 
finest building of its order in the Ger- 
Man capital, contains about 1250 pic- 
tures, and, although possessing few 
masterpieces, affords one of the best 
opportunities In Europe for studying 
the history of art. It should be visited 
first of the German galleries, for after 
Dresden and Munich it might prove 
disappointing. The Dresden gallery 
contains approximately 2300 paintings, 
and, although less rich in German, 
Fiemish and Dutch masters than Mu- 
nich, and inferior to Berlin in works of 
the early Italians, its collection of mas- 
terpieces of the golden age of Italian 
painting is hardly equaled in Europe. 
The galleries are admirably ‘arranged 


study being the fact that many of the 
best pictures are covered with glass— 
an arrangement necessitated, it is said, 
by the smoky atmosphere of Dresden. 
The Old Pinakothek of Munich con- 
tains a collection of about 1400 paint- 
ings, which are excellently arranged.

famous “Sistine. Madonna,” in the 
Dresden gailery, one of the most cele-_ 
brated pictures in the whole world. 
Concerfiing such a well-known picture 
it is needless to say much, and impos- 
sible to say anything new. The terms 
of eulogy have been almost exhausted 
in singing the praises of this work, end 
there is today a tendency among 4r- 
tists and critics to react a little from 
this excessive enthusiasm. Indeed, the 
modern painter, especially if he be 
quite young and nourished in the stim- 
ulating atmosphere of Paris, looks 
down upon Raphael as altogether too 
tame for his taste. 

The “Sistine Madonna” is the most 
important of the paintings on canvas 
that came wholly from Raphael's own 
hand: for it is to be remembered that 
the “Transfiguration,” its only rival, 
was unfinished at the time of his death 
and was completed by his pupils. The 
“Sistine Madonna” is by no means be- 
yond criticism, its design being formal 
and conventional, the expression of 
the child somewhat meaningless and 
the figure of St. Barbara being superior 
to that of the Virgin in dignity and 
charm. Considered in a class by them- 
selves, Raphael's Madonnas do not 
show the majesty seen in T:tlan’s, or 
the vein of human tenderness that 
marks Murillo’s best works. As a 
painter he was limited in his power; he 
shows mo deep passion, but he has a 


very fine and clear intellectual force, a 
purity of thought and a loveliness of

in the renaissance style, somewhat 
suggests the Vatican, and is tuated 
directly opposite the large pa 
ground. It is a fine place to study cer- 
tain masters, especially KMubens and 
the early Germans. From the works of 
these three great museums it wi]! per- 
haps be well to choose, such specimens 
of the great painters|of old as best 
illustrate their individual characteris- 
tics, and typify the lea@ing tendencies 
of the schools to which they belonged, 
Raphael ts strongly represented in 
the German galleries. The most im- 
pressive manifestation of his genius 
appears in Rome, but as a painter of 
the Virgin he is seen to excellent ad- 
vantage in Germany.

A CELESTIAL COLLISION. 


A Nebula Set on Fire by @ 
Dark Sun 


Another New Star Reported —The Inter- 
-pretations Given to Such Bvents. 


{New York Tribune:]) “A dead 
which ceased to emit light millions ° 
years ago, but which was fiying 
through space at & tremendous veloc- 
ity, ran into a dust cloud of enormous 
extent. Although the latter was 8° 
cool as to be utterly invisible before 
and was aimost inconceiyably 
ated, friction developed enough hea 
to render the surface of the globe in- 
candescent. The latter cooled off in a 
few months. and cannot now be dis- 
eerned. The dust cloud, however, shone 
brilliantly at the time, and has con- 
tinued te do so ever since. Although 
these facts have only just been dis- 
covered, it Is probable that the catas- 
trophe occurred a century OF more ago. 
Full detalis will probably never be re- 
ceived. But there:is reason to aoe 
pect that the dead sun was from 750, 
to 2,006,000 miles in diameter, and was 
rushing along at a speed of from 25,- 
000,000 to 40,000,000 miles a day. Even 
so, it took several weeks to traverse 


the cloud.”

The 
official bulletin says that Mrs. Fleming, 
whose duty it is to scrutinize paoto- 
graphs of stars and star spectra, has 
recently found on several plates the 
image of a star not before known, in 
the constellation of Aquila.

The appearance of a star where none 
was known before-has been | 
at least half a dozen times in the last 
thirty-five years. One was seen in 
rona in 1866, one in Cygnus in 1876, one 
in Andromeda in 1885, and one in Au- 
riga in 1892 These were detected by 
direct observation. But a new start in 
Norma, like that now discovered in 
Aquila, was found by an inspection of 
photographic plates, conducted for a 
different purpose. 

These interesting objects blaze up 
suddenly, but soon subside. either dis- 
appearing entirely or else becoming so 
faint as to be barely discernible. Nova 
Cygni sank from the third to the sev- 


tenth magnitude in less than a year, 


and then was lost to view altogether. 
So were two or three others. Nova 
Aurigae threatened to behave in the 
same manner, but six months after its 
discovery, when it had sunk to the 
sixteenth magnitude, it suddenly rose 
to the ten, and has remained there to 
the present time. It now resembles a 
“planetary nebula,” an object having 
too fuzzy an edge to be regarded a star, 
and yet practically giobular. Most 
gi are exceedingly irregular in 

orm, 

Many theories have been offered to 
account for these abrupt and tem- 
porary blazes of light. It has been 
supposed that a sphere having a mol- 
ten ‘interior, but a solid crust, 
burst and allowed its contents to 
escape and to produce a tremendous 
conflagration. A body in a similar 
condition, if hit by another, might be 
heated by the — enough to yield 
similar results. ir Norman Lockyer 
fancies that temporary stars are p 
duced by a collision between two me- 
teor swarms. Vogel’s notion is that 
the phenomenon is due to the invasion 
of the visible heavens by a dark sun 
from remote space, attended by a 
family of planets. He imagines that 
the members of the groups would be 
so disturbed by the attraction of other 
celestial bodies near which they passed 
as to be set abumping against one an- 
other. Thus, he thinks, enough heat 
would be developed to render the 
dark sun incandescent and to vaporize 
the satellites. 

Seeliger’s theory, which has not been. 
universally accepted. but which has 
met with much favor, is outlined tn the 
opening paragraph of this article. 
When one considers how widely scat- 
tered are the particles composing a 
nebula, or celestial dust cloud, he is 
inclined to doubt whether friction could 
cause so vast an illumination. But the 
tremendous velocity of some of the 
runaway stars must also remem- 
bered. Observations made soon after 
the new star in Auriga was discovered 
gave indications of a relative speed 
there of 550 miles 
miles a day! 

That two or more bodies are - 
cerned in the development of new stars 
has been demonstrated by the fact that 
all novae show a double spectrum. This 
was particularly conspicuous in the 
case of Nova Aurigae, the 
lines of one spectrum were d 
toward the right, and those of the 
other spectrum toward the left. Dis- 
placement is usually interrupted as in- 
dicating motion, elther away from or 
toward the observer, the direction of 
the motion depehding on the side to- 
ward which the lines are shifted. 
Hence, in that instance, it was in- 
ferred that the dark sun was xoing 
one way and the nebula the other. 
| Eventually, however, the spectrum of 
the sun disappeared, and only that of 
the nebula remained. The early spec- 
troscopic history of the new star in 
Aquila is not reported, but it is an- 
nounced that the spectrum is now that 
of a nebula. The invading star has 
ceased to shine sufficiently to give a 
spectrum. 

One factor in the production of a 
“new star-” then, seems to be an old 
one, an orb that blazed for unthink- 
able millions of years as a sun, but 
has died gradually through the radia- 
tion of its heat into space. Evidence 
of the existence of dark suns is af- 
forded by a few bright ones which seem 
to move in a common orbit with a com- 
Ppanion, and to be influenced bv the 
Iktter’s attraction. But the companion 
cannot always be seen. Some varia- 
bles, too, undergo a partial eclipse at. 
regular intervals, as if a dark member 


of the partnership was be- 
tween the bright star and earth.

How many dark suns there may be al-_ 
together is ;urely a matter of conjéec- 
ture. Jin‘ repuiable astronomers deem 
it not incredible that they are as nu- 
merous as the bright stars, of which

If one could get near enough to & 
nebula when it was pierced by a run- 
away star, he ought to be aole to see 
a big hole there, provided that he conld 
place amuseif directly in line with the 
invaders advance, and prov 
that no great amount of motion was 
previously taking place among the par- 
cles of the dust cloud itself. The hole, 
so long as it lasted. though, would be 
surrounded by a ring of descent 

Eventually the hole ought to 
close up. But the heat given out by 
friction would remain and be slowly 
distributed through the cloud. The 
greater portion of the latter might 
remain cool enough to stay invisible. 
Only that part which came directly in 
contact with the colossal cannon ball 
would ; the bright patch 
in Aquila described in Prof. Pickering’s 
bulletin was hot over 4,000,000 or 
ne t forms a part may 
be billions of miles long.

OF MEETING GOV. ROOSEVELT. 


“Teddy is a brick,” says Count ‘, 
corder Wade, who has 
from the convention of the National 
League of Republican Clubs at St.‘Paul. 

With the other members of the Pa- 
cific Coast delegation, Mr. Wade had 
the pleasure of meeting Roosevelt per- 
sonally and of hearing him make the 
famous speech which opened the cam- 


red-hot Roosevelt man. 

Gov. Roosevelt met the Pacific Coast 
people in a little impromptu reception 
in his private apartments. They had 
sought him out to ask him to come to 
California. 

This was not accomplished without 
diplomacy and the connivance of the 
Governor’s private secretary. It was 
very difficult to get a moment of his 
time in the rush. The Cal!fornians laid 
in ambush for him when he woke up 

a nap. 

When they asked him to come to the 
Coast, Roosevelt slapped his leg a re- 
sounding whack and said: “By George, 
gentiemen, I am just as anxious to 
come as you are to have me, and I am 
going to if I can. Still, you know I am 
in the hands 6f the National Campaign 
Committee, and must go where and 
when they direct.’ 

While the Pacific Coast delegation 
was still there, some delegates from 
Nebraska came in to ask him to mike 
at least two speeches ih that State. 

“We have been having prosperity in 
our State, and we can win out if you 
will come,” they said. 

“Well, I should like to,” said Roose-

Mr. Wade said that nothing during 
the convention seemed to please Gov. 
Roosevelt more than the “Rough 
Riders,’ a political club which met him 
at the train and acted as his personal 
escort. -The club was uniformed in 
khaki to suggest the regiment that Col. 
Roosevelt commanded in the Sp2inish 
war, the First Volunteer Cavalry. 

At the time of the great speech a 
number of Dakota cowboys whom 
Roosevelt had known in his western 
days, sat on the front row. He made a 
few remarks to them directly, bringing 
in some political topic, and they stood 
up and yelled like wild Indians. 

From their example, the rest of the 
delegates threw away their dign ty and 
time and again during the speech the 
whole audience jumped into chairs and 
howled with enthusiasm. 

“Gov. Roosevelt did not make the re- 
mark about the cowardice of the Dem- 
ocrats which was attributed to him by 
the yellow journals.” Said Mr. Wade 
yesterday: “I sat within fifteen feet of 
him and heard every word. I am al- 
Ways careful to observe all the points 
in political speeches, and am sure I 
should have rd and remembered it 

he said anything of the kind.” 

Speaking of the personality of Gov. 
Roosevelt, Mr. Wade said: “He is 
brusque in his manner. At first he 
seems a ijitile too much so. There is 
something almost repellent about him 
when one meets h'm for the first time. 
His jaw sets so hard shut. 

“But after the first moment, he is 
charming. At the big reception in St. 
Paul the people were delighted with 
him. He had a pleasant word for each 
one. It was, ‘I’m giad to shake your 
hand, sir,’ or ‘This is really a pleasure.’ 

“One cannot help being attracted to 
him because of the sincerity which 
sounds in every word.”

MEMBERS OF ORDER OF UNITED 
WORKMEN CELEBRATE. 


The twenty-fifth or silver anniver- 
sary of the entrance of the Ancient Ur-

The order has grown since 
then to eMormous proportions, up to 
about a year ago having the largest 
membership of any like organizatin, 
numbering over 400,000 in the United 
States, and has paid out $100,000,000 to 
the families and dependents of de- 
ceased members.

one charter members. m this com- 
mencement has sprung a small army 
of members throughout the State, there 
being now an aggregate membership 
of 23,000 in California, in 264 lodges. 
During the twenty-five years of its ex- 
istence in the State $9,238,000 has been 
distributed among the families of de- 
ceased members and thousands of 
lars given to charity. 

The first lodge instituted in Los An- 
geles was Los Angeles, No. 55, Septem- 
ber, 24, 1876, with fifty-six charter 
members, and which has now a mem- 
bership approaching 300. This lodge 
will have a separate celebration this 
evening. 

Of the lodges participating last even- 
ing, America and Orange Grove are of 
quite recent growth, but none the less 
vigorous. Southern California 
was instituted January 11, 1881: St. 
Elmo, January 28, 1886, and University, 
on March 13, 1896.

WITHOUT HIS SIGNATURE. 

BILLBOARD ORDINANCE A LAW. 

With the publication today of the or- 
dinance recently adopted by the City 
Council limiting the , height of bill- 
boards to ten feet, that measure will 
become a law and notice was given of 
that fact to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners and to Chief Elton yester- 
day. Acting Mayor Silver did not ap- 
prove the ordinance, and held it for the 
full ten days allowed him in which he 
could either approve or veto it. The 
measure Was adopted by a large ma- 
jority of the Council, and despite the 
opposition of Mr. Silver and of the 
complaints of many citizens, consulta- 
tion with various members of the 
Council showed that a sufficient num- 
ber of them were in favor of the meas- 
ure to pass it over a veto. Mr. Silver, 
being aware of this, allowed the ten 
days to expire so that the ordinance 
will take effect by limitation. 

Instructions were given Chief Elton 
to rigidly enforce the ordinance, and 
all billboards which are more than ten. 
feet in height must be reduced in size. 
If after a reasonable time that change 

not made, prosecutions will follow. 
There are one or two cases pending 
against the owner of most of the bill- 
boards for violations or the former or- 
dinance, but it is probable that they 
will be dropped. - 


Big City Suit. . 

City Attorney Haas ts preparing to 
file a friendly suit in the Superior Court 
against 157 owners of property on West 
Washington street. The complaint is 
now being written and will contain 
more than two hundred pagés of man- 
useript. The city is endeavoring to 
legally return to the property owners 
the amounis paid by them into the 
city treasury on account of the pro- 
posed widening of West Washington 
street, the proceedings for which had 
to be abandoned as a result of the de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court 
which held that the proceedings had to 
be commenced according to the pro- 
visions of the city charter instead of un- 
der the State law. There will, of course, 
be no contests, the purpose being to 
give to the owners of the property not 
only their money, but to relieve their 
property from any cloud of title.

Philanthropy Aids an Afflicted 
Young Girl. 


“Daughter of Silence” Sent to Berkeley 
Deaf and Dumb School. 


Little boys and girls with good eyes 
and ears and strong voices ‘can be 
outed and bubbling over with innocent 

rth. 


So can deaf and dumb children. 

But not all of them. Some are so 
poor! 

The Associated Charities of this city, 
however, have been able to brighten 
the dark life of one such—a girl with 
a wealth of flaxen hair—and make her 
supremely happy. 


Her name is—well, those who have 


become interested in her know her as the 
“Daughter of Silence.” She is a beau- 
tiful child. 

Things have worked so rapidly in her 
behalf during the past two or three 
weeks that the wonder of it all is too 
great for her. She can’t comprehend 
it. She has always wanted to go to 
school—now she its going. | 

She left for Berkeley last night on 
the overland—she and her worn little 
mother, whose afflicted daughter is now 
to become a patient in the California 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum at Ber- 
keley. 

When she was about five years old 
the little girl was the victim of an 
awful fright; ever since she has been 
wrapped in silence. And now her eyes 
are losing their power to see. The 
world and all its wonders are rapidly 
fading away from her. . 

Her parents are poor, but not pau- 
pers; they spurn charity. Tiere are 
two children besides the child of afflic- 
tlon—aend the father is sick in another 
county, but self-supporting, while the 
mother, who is not strong, but willing, 


goes out to day’s work. 


The “Daughter of Silence” is now 


eleven years old—and has never gone 


to school. Although restlessly ambi- 
tious to learn, she has had no chance. 
Her parents were too poor to help her. 
The little girl’s condition was becoming 
such that the mother hardly dared 
leave her at home while she was out 
tolling with her hands. 

Finally the mother concluded that 
she must make one gigantic effort more 
to get her poor little daughter into some 
proper institution, even though the 
others of the family sacrificed many of 
life's nec ries to do it. : 

She asked the Associated Charities 
to tell her what to do. They investi- 
gated her case, found it deserving in 
every particular, and at once, without 
solicitation, undertook to equip the giri 
for Berkeley. Her wants were told in 
The Times last Friday. Responses were 
many and generous. She has been fur- 
nished with brand new clothing from 
head to foot in two or three changes 
for every sort of weather. 

One philanthropic gentleman gave 
$10 In cash. He is qn oil man. An- 
other, who is a banker, has expressed 
his intention of giving $25. 

Yesterday all the articles were being 
safely packed at the Charities head- 
quarters in the Courthouse, when the 
daughter came in with her mother. 
By motions and smiles it was grad- 
vally imparted to the child that all 
those beautiful things were for her— 
the shoes, the dresses; yes, and that 
exquisite silver napkin ring! 

At last she understood. Great tears 
welled up in the big blue eyes that are 
so fast ing sightiess, and she 
buried her cherub face deep in mam- 


school! 


ma's lap. After the cry her eyes were 
fathomless, like the clear sky. 

She was so happy to be going to

BAD LITTLE BRATS. 
PILED TIES ON RAILROAD 

Three say-eyed little boys were sub- 
mitted ¢o a preliminary examination in 
Justice James's court yesterday on the 
felonious charge of piling ties and 
other pieces of wood on the track of 
the Los Angeles and Redondo Railway 
Company last Thursday. 

Since that time they have been in 
the County Jail. 

They are Adolphus Laramey, aged 
i7; Clarence Laramey, aged 10, and 
Stanley Rayford, aged 9. 

So small are they that it would have 
been useless for an officer to use hand- 
cuffs on his prisoners; their hands 
would have slipped through the locked 
cuffs without difficuity. But, of 
course, they offered no resistance. 

Had they done so they could have 
best been taken to court in a barley 
sack. 

The complaint against the boys was 
filed by L. J. Pervy, superintendent of 
the Redondo Rallway. 

W. T. Clinton, an engineer, and O. T. 
Clatter, a fireman, both of whom oper- 
ate engine No. 2, on the road, testified 
that four or five different times on 
Thursday their train encountered ob- 
stacles—small ones that proved but 
scarcely dangerous. The boys were 
walking home from Redondo and got 
into mischief. 

They admitted that they put the 
things on the track—some eucalyptus 


poles.

AN INFANT RAILROAD. 


TRAVELS THROUGH A VACANT LOT 
ON PICO STREET. 


The smallest railroad in the world 
runs for 400 feet through a vacant lot 
on the corner of Pico and Figueroa 
streets. It is like the realization of a 
small boy’s Christmas Eve dream. 

It is the invention of J. W. Shriver, 
a Denver man, and took three years 
to build. Shriver ‘was afflicted in his 
early youth with hip disease, and be- 
ing the son of a busy farmer, had to 
make his own toys. Engines were his 
specialty. Although never having 
been aboyt real engines to any great 
extent, he built this model perfect 
in almost every particular—locomotive, 
cars and track. 

The engine, which hauls from 1600 
to 2000 pounds, can travel ten miles 
an hour, and is so small that it runs 
on an eight and a half inch track. The | 
engine is 6 feet, 7% inches long, includ- 
ing the tender. The size of the drive 
wheel is 8 inches. The engine —— 
450 pounds. It is equipped with 
whistle, bell, sand-box, gas headlight 
and all the other fixtures of a grown- 
up engine. The cars are babies like

There was at that time but one well in 
the Kern River district, and that was 
two miles from the line of section 5 and 
three miles from section 31.” 

“What value do you place on the two 
sections today?"’ was asked. 

“Well,” said Mr. Blood, “from. that 
investment of $800 made less that one 
year ago, the two sections can be sold 
tomorrow for $3,000,000. 

“It is to be presumed, Mr. Blood, that 
you have unlimited faith in the Kern 
River district?” 

“Yes, I believe that it is destined to 
become one of the greatest oil fields in 
the known world.” 

“How many prodcing wells are there 
now in that field?” 

‘There are 130 producing wells In the 
district and the average yield ts not be- 
low probably seventy-five barrels per 
day. This proves the body of oll sand 
to be positively unbroken by upheaval 
or otherwise. On the Sterling and San 
Joaquin tracts there are seventeen 
wells, including the leases to other com- 
panies, from two of which we receive 
a royalty of one-third. Several of them 
pump 200 barrels.” 

“Have you put down any dry wells?” 

“You can say for me,” earnestly re- 
plied Mr. Blood, “that every acre on 
tracts 5 and 31 will produce a 196-barrel 
well, Our property is laid out like a 
checker board; we measure 719 feet, 
so as to strike as near as possible the 
center of each acre of ground and there 
we put down a well. Every foot is 
proved: ground, for where we have no 
wells our neighbors haye proved the 
ground for us by putting down wells 
close to our line. 

“We strike the off sand at from three 
to five hundred feet. Ata depth of 1000 
feet we have in several wells four hun- 
dred feet of ofl sand, and of all the 
wells to the north and northwest of 
the discovery well there has never been 
a failure and no one has ever gone en- 
tirely through the ofl sand. 

“Our companies are running night 
and day with six standard rigs and we 
will develop all our holdings as fast 
as possible.” 

As to the character of strata and lay 
of the oll sand. Mr. Blood said: 

“The entire Kern River field has 
proved to be a great body of ol] sand 
Ivine almost horizontal, dipping slightly 
to the westward, say about one hundred 
and twei.ty feet to the mile. Lying in 
the oll sand are ‘kidneys’ of clay, which 
is deinonstrated by the fact that in 
wells put down within 210 feet of each 
other, one will pass through a body 
of clay, while the one adfolning will 
go through a solid body of ofl sand. 

“The Southern Pacific is now grading 
a spur through the field and is making 
the sugvey on a spur cutting section 5 
midw and running along the border 
of thé Sterling, within 100 feet of the 
derricks, and we will pipe directly from 
the tanks to the cars. 

“As yet the production of the Kern 
Piver fold i+ only tn ites infancy, and 
the ‘nttre fheaus much to the State of 
Celifornia. It means cheap fuel and 
will brine manufactories of all kinds 
to the State. There has never been such 
a chance for investment fn the history 
of the State” 

Tn Mr. Blood sald: 
“Though thie may read like a fal 
tale. we will elindiv welcome all who 
desire to see for themselves. We have 
nothing to conceal, for the River 
country is the biggest thing on earth.”
